A 
Union Pacific switch engine had backed 
into the prison yard. At the sound of 
the whistle the men dashed iuto the 
yard toward the'engine. Leveling dum- 
my revolvers at the engineer, the men 
climbed into the cab and compelled him 
to reverse his engine.

Hewett was 
ring leader in that mutiny. 

Grigware was sentenced to life for 
his participation in thé robbery of a 
Union Pacific train near Omaha in 
November, 1909; Gideon was sertenced 
to life for the robbery: of a Northern 
Pacific mail train in idaho Oct. 3 
1905.

tween J. C. Paxton and the experts. 
He had this under advisement two days. 
His grounds for the ruling were chief- 
ly technical; but one of them was that 
the papers are an important part of 
Paxton’s defensive evidence in the 3190,- 
000 libel suit against him by Hyde, now 
pending, and. therefore Paxton should 
not be made to surrender them in this 
case. A similar motion was overruled 
in the civil case. 

Hyde’s lawyers did not accede to this 
without a struggle but insisted on get- 


ting. into the record a complete account 


of the motion and the grounds on which 
it was offered, for use in case an ap- 
peal becomes necessary. 


Paxton Kept From Stand. 

After making a formal offer to prove 
certain facts by Paxton, the lawyers for 
the defense demanded that they be ail- 
lowed té6 put Paxton on the stand. 
Judge Latshaw said Paxton would take 
the stand at the proper time, and re- 
fused to put him on now. He struck 
the formal “‘offer to prove’ out of the 
record and Hyde’s lawyers saved their 
exceptions. 

Her cross examination probably will 
consume as much time as her direct 
testimony, as the lawyers for Hyde 
maintain that personal prejudice influ- 
enced her view of his acts, and hope to 
upset the damaging parts of her testi- 
mony. 


Both Sides to See Notes. 

The testimony of 45 witnesses before 
the grand jury which indicted Dr. Hyde 
will be accessible throughout this trial 
to the lawyers of the defense—a situa- 
tion said to be without parallel in the 
history of Missouri criminal cases, owing 
to an unusual chain of circumstances.

NEW YORK, April 21.—David H. Mil- 
ler, a member of the Cotton Exchange, 


jadmitted today to a Post-Dispatch cor- 


respondent that he has a copy of the 
bull pool agreement on which is based 


‘the United States Government’s case 


against William P. Brown, Frank B. 
Hayne and other leaders of the bull 
movement in May and July cotton. Mr, 
Miller is'to testify before the United 
States Grand Jury! He will then pro- 
duce the copy of the agreement. 
Miller’s admission that he possesses 
a copy of the pool agreement was re- 


| garded as significant by cotton brok- 
| ers. 
i 


First, the Taft administration has 
been charged with instituting the pro- 
ceeding against the bull pool leaders 
at the instigation of a group of bear 
speculators who will have to deliver 
cotton at tremendous loss unless the 
United States courts smash the price 
of cotton, 

Second, David H. Miller wen co-Tre- 
ceiver with Henry P. Taft; brother of 
President Taft, of the firm ‘of Daniel 
J. Sully & Co., who failed after the 
collapse of the Sully boom. Their 
counsel was Elihu Root, now United 
States senator, and one of the advisers 
of the Taft administration. 

Mr. Miller refuses to disclose the 
terms of the agreement, the existence 
of which has been flatly denied by. those 
associated with the bull leaders. 

Patten Gets Angry. 

James A. Patten, the new “Cotton 

King,” arrived yesterday from Chicago 


s}full of fight ‘and indignant ‘at’ the. Gov- 
“fernment’s sult, which he construed as an 


agency to heip the cotton “eherts” out 
of a bad hole. 

More important stil], Patten came with 
a bank roll of $18,000,000 behind him 
and credits with the leading banking 
institution of Chicago for as much more, 

John W. Gates, who knows Patten and 
his resources well, told friends that if 
the United States .Gevernment, the 
bears or anybody else, thought they 
could drive Patten to the wall by dump. 
ing cotton on him, they would find 
themselves badly mistaken, as he was 
amply able to take and pay for every 
pound of cotton that could possibly. be 
Celivered to him. 

“IT am a law-abiding citizen,” said 
Patten, “and if it is against the law to 
speculate, I'll stop. But as far as | 
know, there is no statute anywhere 
that prevents my buying cotton or any- 
thing else, and paying for it. 

“IT see the newspapers have said I 
am financing the operations of a so- 
called cotton pool. It is not true. I 
am a member of no pool. I am 
financing my-*own affairs and no- 
body else’s. I have entered into con- 
tract to buy ootton to be delivered 
to me during May. Well, I want .the 
cotton.” I am ready to pay for it 
with my own money. I want to mér- 
chandise it. Any spinner who wants 
any can buy it from me at a reason- 
able price. I am not trying to cor- 
ner cotton.’ 

Vinn Near Collapse. 

Reports concerning a very import- 
end firm which is supposed by some 
to have instigated the govern- 
ment’s suit, and which is known to 
be heavily short of cotton, multiply. 
It was widely rumored that unless 
the Federal investigation succeeds in 
breaking the price of cotton the firm 
will have to go to the wall. 

The whole situation is regarded as 
so. hazardous by reason of the Gov- 
ernment’s intervention that several 
brokerage houses have served notice 
on their patrons that under no cir- 
cumstances will they execute further 
orders in the May option. 

A number of cotton houses have tele- 
graphed their Southern connections to 
get into touch with Southern representa- 
tives and senators and force a congres- 
sional inquiry’: to uncover the actual 
causes. of Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham’s onslaught on the bull pool. 

Sentiment of the Exchange. 

Logan & Bryan summarized the gen-
